Tuesday night’s sparsely attended City Council meeting 
was highlighted by the council's unanimous approval of the 
three-part city budget document presented by City Adminis¬ 
trator Sean Joyce. The approved budget totals $10,316,516. 

Following a review of the current fiscal year, Joyce offered 
an analysis of the 1994-95 budget performance. The city’s 
General Fund Reserves grew by $534,156 during that time 
period. For the benefit of residents in attendance and viewing 
the proceedings on cable television, Joyce briefly explained 
the City Council Reserve Policy. Starting with fiscal year 
1993-94, the council moved to begin accumulating reserves 
so that by the end of 1997-98, the city would have reserves 
equal to ten percent of the city’s General Fund Operating 
Budget. In his Reserve Policy Status Report, Joyce stated, 
“Our goal was achieved after just two years.” Councilmember 
James Hester asked, “Why are we collecting more money than 
we are spending?” Joyce again discussed the Council Reserve 
Policy. He explained the threat posed by costly litigation, re¬ 
ferring specifically to the OAI litigation the city faced in re¬ 
cent years. Clarifying matters, councilmember Gary Adams 
said, “The $6 service charge attached to our trash bill is go¬ 
ing back into reserves to cover money taken out of reserves 
to fight the OAI litigation.” 

The major budget components of the document Joyce pre¬ 
sented were the city budget, the Community Redevelopment 


Agency budget, and the Sierra Madre Financing Authority Within the city budget, 53 percent is for the General Fund, 
budget. Of the total budget package, 87 percent is targeted for 23 percent for the Water Department, 19 percent for Restricted 
the city, six percent for the CRA and seven percent for the Fi- Fimds, less than one percent each for Special Districts and In- 
nancing Authority. The 1995-96 Municipal Budget lists temal Service, and five percent for the Sewer Department. 
$8,920,976 for the city, $658,545 for CRA, and $736,995 for Within the General Fund budget, the largest slice of the city’s 
the Financing Authority. The total amount is $10,316,516. budget pie, 40 percent of budgeted expenditures is allocated 


to salaries, 15 percent to benefits, 39 percent to operations, four 
percent to reserves and two percent to equipment. 

Joyce’s charts showed that General Fund revenues from 
utility taxes are almost as high as those from property taxes. 
Property tax revenue almost exactly matches the police bud-

General Plan Steering 
Committee to 
Address Illegal Units 


As the General Plan Steering Committee begins to draft the 
text for the main body of the 1996 General Plan, a number of 
Sierra Madre residents continue to express concern regarding 
two policies of the draft Housing Element - one would allow 
an amnesty period for owners of illegal (“bootleg”) units to 
legalize their units by bringing them into compliance with 
building and safety codes; the other is a policy to allow a de¬ 
tached or attached second unit on a single-family property for 
senior housing (“granny flats”). A meeting will be held on June 
20,1995, at 7:00 PM. in the Sierra Madre Senior Center at Me¬ 
morial Park to discuss these two issues. The Committee hopes 
to clarify any confusion that may exist regarding state hous¬ 
ing requirements and to hear concerns from the public regard¬ 
ing these issues. All members of the public are invited to at¬ 
tend. 

The Housing Element was drafted earlier this year in re¬ 
sponse to a state mandate that the City adopt a Housing Ele¬ 
ment consistent with state law as soon as possible. The City 
received a two-year extension on the General Plan, but the 
state does not grant extensions for housing elements. By law, 
the Housing Element must contain policies which would al¬ 
low for the development and rehabilitation of housing units 
according to the City’s regional fair share allocation. Public 
meetings were held in September 1994 and March 1995 to 
discuss the Housing Element. The General Plan Steering 
Committee identified twenty-four policies to meet the state 
requirements. 

The state does not require cities to implement an amnesty 
for illegal units. However, some cities have chosen to do this 
as a way to make substandard housing safe and increase the 
citin’ tax base. If implemented here. Sierra Madre would 
receive some credits toward our regional fair share housing 
and would benefit frxMn a safer housing stock. 

The state does require cities to allow for second units on 
single-family property for the purpose of providing housing 
for senior citizens. Currently, the City has a second-unit ordi¬ 
nance in place, as required state law. 

The General Plan Steering Committee is interested in ob¬ 
taining as much public input as possible on the draft Housing 
Element prior to the public hearing process which will begin 
in July with the Planning Commission. It is the intent of the 
(Committee to address the goals of the community while meet¬ 
ing the state requirements.

get. However, the public 
safety budget as a whole (po¬ 
lice and fire departments) 
slightly exceeds revenues 
from property and sales taxes 
combined. Joyce said the city 
really benefits from its fire 
department volunteers. 

Redevelopment Agency 
Achievements were cited 
(parking requirement waiv¬ 
ers, permit streamlining, pro¬ 
duction of an economic de¬ 
velopment brochure, installa¬ 
tion of downtown benches 
and public parking signs), 
then 1995-96 projects sched¬ 
uled for consideration were 
listed; installation of decora¬ 
tive downtown lighting, ex¬ 
pansion of downtown dining 
opportunities, downtown 
parking improvements, and a 
marketing video promoting 
downtown shopping opportu¬ 
nities. 

Joyce moved to hold a 
hearing on the budget docu¬ 
ment, and the council agreed. 
When no comments came 
from the audience, Adams 
moved to adopt the budget 
document on all three parts. 
Mayor Maurer asked for a 
roll call vote, and the result 
was a unanimous “Yes.” 

During the Community 
Communications segment of 
the meeting, Caroline Brown 
discussed fluoride levels in 
local water and related con¬ 
cerns for parents of young 
children. Ralph Schroder 
came to the podium with a 
book written by a Sierra 
Madre woman, Georgia M. 
Gabor, a recently deceased 
Holocaust survivor. Com¬ 
mending her Holocaust mem¬ 
oir, he said. “1 wish we here 
in town could have all known 
her. Perhaps we would have 
been more sympathetic and 
understanding of people with 
different beliefs.” He then 
asked that city staff work with 
church leaders to make dif¬ 
ferent arrangements for the 
creche traditionally displayed 
in Kersting Ct. at Christmas. 


Councilmember Maryann 
MacGillivray pointed out that 
the creche’s installation is a 
function of the Chamber of 
Commerce, not the city, and 
said the Chamber tried to ob¬ 
tain a minora, without suc¬ 
cess. She also said, “I don’t 
think the removal of one 
person’s expression is grant¬ 
ing freedom of someone 
else’s expression.” 

In other business, a hear¬ 
ing was proposed and ordered 
for June 27 for municipal 
fees. In ensuing discussion, 
Adams said Sierra Madre’s 
municipal fees compare fa¬ 
vorably to other towns. (By 
way of example, he said a 
particular CPU permit here 
costs $250; when he applied 
in Long Beach, he was 
charged $2,500.) He stated 
that he was very glad to see 
that fees pertaining to senior 


citizens did not change. 
MacGillivray noted that two 
fees related to redevelopment 
were actually lowered.

“Should I use only the gas 
and clutch pedals to 
prevent my car from rolling 
when I stop on an incline?” 

The clutch disc does not release com¬ 
pletely if the clutch pedal is not totally 
depressed. “Riding the clutch—partially 
depressing the pedal—will cause the 
clutch disc to continue to rotate, causing 
unnecessary wear. Wear can also occur 
to other transmission, engine and brake 
components. 

We recommend that you fully depress 
the clutch pedal and hold the vehicle still 
by using the parking brake or brake 
pedal. When it's time to move forward, let 
up on the clutch pedal while accelerating 
lightly and releasing the parking brake or 
brake pedal at the same time. This is 
usually easiest with a hand operated 
parking brake that is located between the 
two front seats. If the vehicle is going to 
be stopped for a long time, the transmis¬ 
sion should also be placed in the neutral 
position, also to prevent wear.

Openings being scarce this week, let me give a brief list¬ 
ing of the local theaters that should be a part of everybody's 
summer plans. 

1 am still surprised at the number of local people who are 
not regular patrons of the Sierra Madre Playhouse. There are 
not many communities that have as continuous an array of 
good theater presented to them so very conveniently at such 
reasonable prices. The SMP is the perfect place to introduce 
your children (or yourself?) to the delights of live theater as 
opposed to the canned joys of TV and movies. (I don't mean 
"children's theater", which can be excellent or can be Barney. 
There are plenty of regular plays suitable for children older 
than seven. Seeing adult plays makes them feel grown up.) 

Theater is interactive; "fill out our imperfections with your 
thoughts" says Shakespeare; so what if it isn't "real", it exer¬ 
cises the imagination, and the audience becomes part of the 
game on a more intimate level than the illusory "reality" of 
shadows on a screen. Theater also teaches courtesy, as TV 
and movies cannot do. A theatrical audience cannot, in con¬ 
science, disturb their fellow participants by talking and mov¬ 
ing around freely; concentration is encouraged. Some people 
find this conformity to social courtesy a drawback, but the 
ability to concentrate, to consciously get out of the experience 
what you presumably came for, is a discipline that is too rare 
these days among adults or children. 

There is a wide variety of theater easily available within 
15 minutes of Sierra Madre. The Covina Valley Playhouse 
on Citrus in Covina does dramas and musicals very compe¬ 
tently. The Knightsbridge Theater in Pasadena does classics 
extremely well and is continuously in production on week¬ 
ends on a staggered schedule. The Pasadena Playhouse is a 
world-class professional theater and charges accordingly , but 
their best is superb. Touring musicals are often available at 
the Pasadena Civic Auditorium in true Broadway-like splen¬ 
dor and the Music Theater of Southern California, based at the 
San Gabriel Civic is a home-grown version of Broadway. 

A special summer delight is the outdoor Theater Festival 
at Occidental College (well, 20 minutes away) in Eagle Rock, 
and at the Summer Theater at Citrus College they will even 
feed you, al fresco. 

Good theater at rock bottom prices is available at the 
American Academy of Dramatic Art at Altadena Drive and 
Paloma. fhe plays are cast with graduates and senior students, 
and costumed and set by the professionals of the school. Their 
schedules are complicated and a play may have only three or 
four performances but they are well-worth going to. Get on 
their mailing list, or better yet, get a season ticket.

Water consumpiion data will be required for each of Ihc first three conscculivu years of 
demonstration of lower walcr consumpiion. After three consecutive years of dcinonstralion of 
water consumption below 80 percent of the mean flow loading of the parcel's user category, the 
owner or owners of the parcel need not submit further water consumption data unless so 
requested by the Chief Engineer. In such event, Ihc charge will eonlinue based on the turniula 
provided alxjvc using the walcr eonsuniplioii data for Ihc most recently submitted year. Tlic 
Chief Engineer shall have Ihc authority to request walcr consiimplion data for a given parcel 
at any lime in the future to in.surc continued compliance with Ihe reclassificaliun. Failure to 
sidiniil recent water a<nsnniplion data within 6U days of Ihe dale of request will result in loss 
of Ihc water consiimplion elassification. If a review of fiitiire water eonsumplion data reveals 
that Ihc parcel no longer meets Ihe criteria for which it is classified, the Chief Engineer shall 
place Ihe parcel in the appropriate elassification. 

The Chief Engineer shall iniplcmenl administrative procedures fur suhmitlal and review of the walcr 
consumption data to cffeeliiale Ihe purposes of this Urdiiiance. Tlicse adminisiralive prueednres 
may lie mollified from lime to lime to uinlimie to effceliiale Ihe purposes of this (Jtdinanee.

was caught up in making a living. “Now it’s completely dif¬ 
ferent.” He thinks Wesley, an excellent student, has a better 
attitude and scholastic record as a result of the extra attention. 

“He was able to spend a lot of time with him,” said Marie 
of her husband. “Wesley never had to worry about who was 
going to pick him up at school, etc. He always had a parent 
there.” Graham’s own parents were not so close. “I had a real 
good mother, and an alcoholic father I didn’t see much of,” 
he recalled. “I don’t remember either one ever showing up for 
any school function.” Graham has made it a point to attend 
all such functions for his children. 

The Grahams have known many children without such 
close parental ties. Two homeless boys lived with them for a 
period of time; various grandchildren (Graham has 12) have 
also lived with them, on and off. “We call Wes ‘Mr. Foster 
Dad,”’ Marie smiled. The Graham household seems custom- 
made for kids, with light and airy rooms, big stuffed chairs, 
puzzles on the table, and a genuine menagerie: two dogs, two 
cats, one chinchilla, a rat, three aquariums, a cage of gerbils, 
and a birdcage on the porch. Wesley cuddles a kitten newly 
added to the clan. 

Marie said the children they have taken in had no relations 
with their fathers. Over the years, Graham added, he has hired 
many teens to work for him, and “I’ve noticed a lot of absen¬ 
tee fathers. 

“If I was going to define myself looking around at other 
fathers. I’d say friendship is the most important thing you can 
give. Good communication, mutual respect...! don’t pull rank 
on my kids.” 

Steven Schultz also places a high priority on open commu¬ 
nication. Director of Support Services at the Florence 
Crittenton Center in Los Angeles, he calls himself “a single 
part-time dad.” Schultz shares joint physical custody of his 
daughter, Alexandra, 7, with his ex-wife, now remarried, who 
also lives in Sierra Madre. “We all get along, which is a big 
plus,” Schultz said. “It can work if everybody’s close, but you 
have to be willing to deal with change at any time, and we have 
to put Alex first, not in the middle.” 

Schultz vividly recalls his entrance into fatherhood. “It was 
an immediate rush for me. As I was driving home from the 
hospital it really kicked in, to the point of tears. It was one of 
the most amazing days of my life.” Present in the delivery 
room, he was the first person to hold Alex. “It was a wonder¬ 
ful experience—at least for me!” he laughed. “I was the dad, 
so I got to go through the pleasure, not the pain.” 

Actually raising a child, he said, is a constant education. 
“It’s a new challenge every day, being a dad. I have learned a 
lot about myself. It’s really focused my energy and helped me 
to see the future. I see more of a purpose to being here on earth. 
Being a father has taught me more about unconditional love, 
and given me a lot more responsibility.” That responsibility 
takes top priority in his life. His emphasis is on providing her 
a stable, structured home life. He and Alex enjoy sharing time 
at the park, going to church, playing games, swimming, “and 
just hanging out.” Alex said, “He reads me very good stories. 
And he let me have a slumber party on my birthday.” She gave 
him a hug as she added, “He’s really special to me.” 

The most important lesson he can teach Alex, Schultz be¬ 
lieves, is one his mother instilled in him: “You can do any¬ 
thing you want if you try, and don’t let anybody tell you any¬ 
thing different.” .Also, he added “Di'in'i lei hatred o'" iealoi.i-\ 
or resentment or regret rule your life. If I can get that across, 
she’ll be fine.” 

Memories of his mother are strong, but Schultz recalls his 
father as “hard-working, old fashioned, ‘a man is king of his 
castle’...He loved me very much but he ruled with an iron fist. 
I was more scared of him than anything else. He died when 1 
was 12, so I didn’t really get the chance to be friends with him. 
I would like to be around more for Alex.” 

Dreams of a bigger family are also important to Schultz, 
and they are soon to be realized. Newly engaged, his fiancee, 
Stephanie, has three children. Alex is happy with this arrange¬ 


ment. She is proud of her dad—almost as proud as he is of her. 

Stephen Vass said, “My wife is a terrific mother, so it’s easy 
for me.” They have two daughters, Alisha, 12, and Audrey, 
9. “I always wanted to have kids,” Vass said. “Having kids 
makes you a better person.” Fatherhood, he added, “doesn’t 
just click on.” It is the sharing of the family experience over 
time that makes it real. 

Vass is an engineer; his wife, Debbie, is a swimsuit de¬ 
signer. Despite their careers, their primary commitment is to 
their family. Vass said the most important things for a father 
to provide are unconditional love and letting children know 
clearly what is expected of them. He said, “1 don’t care what 
they do as long as they follow through and responsibly enjoy 
themselves.” 

The Vass family motto could be, “The family that plays 
together, stays together.” They like to ski together. An oft- 
used, large trampoline fills their side yard. Alisha and Audrey 
both ran in the Mt. Wilson Trail Race with Vass and a family 
friend. On certain afternoons, Vass and Audrey can be seen 
at the dance studio, observing Alisha practice ballet. Vass 
praises their track coach at St. Rita School, who is also their 
science teacher, as a positive role model. “It’s easy to be a good 
father in a great environment.” Vass has also helped coach 
some soccer at their school. Physical activity is a high prior-

Barney’s sermon was comparing the differences between 
"truth” and "falsehood.” He made the point that we are to be 
"wise as serpents” in making determinations as to the cred¬ 
ibility of people and their behavior. In Matthew 7 Jesus warns 
His disciples that "every good tree bears good fruit, but a bad 
tree bears bad fruit. A good tree cannot bear bad fruit, but it’s 
the bad tree that does this.” Jesus went on to say that “every 
tree that does not bear good fruit is cut down and thrown into 
the fire.” Then He added His signature by saying that by their 
ftuit we will recognize those who lie and those who tell the 
truth. This is a wonderful hallmark for us to use as a barom¬ 
eter of those whose voracity we question because the differ¬ 
ence between "truth” and "falsehood” can be very subtle. In 
2 Corinthians 11 we’re told that Satan himself masquerades 
as the angel of light.

It time of year, again. The cooI» overcast weather only 

delayed the inevitable. Ready or not, snake season is upon us. 
Since Memorial Day, the Police Department has received sev¬ 
eral calls reporting snakes in Sierra Madre yards. None of the 
snakes were rattlesnakes, but last year Police Officers de¬ 
stroyed eight rattlesnakes. In addition, there was one reported 
snake bite to a hiker in Santa Anita Canyon in 1994. 

Chief Surgent says even though the cool weather has re¬ 
duced the snake activity so far, this year could have more snake 
sightings than previous years. The winter rains increased the 
brush and undergrowth which has resulted in an abundance 
of rodents—the primary food of snakes! Chief Surgent advises 
that if you see a snake in your yard, leave it alone and call the 
Police Department. Most people bitten by snakes are those 
who try to handle them. The Police Department will either 
dispatch an officer or contact the Humane Society. 

As a general rule, officers destroy rattlesnakes but attempt 
to relocate non poisonous snakes.
